MAN HANGS, I 
SHOT, FREEZES 


WESTLOCK, Jan. 4.—With mute 
evidence of the dual method by 
which he ended his life; the body 
of Christian Fredericksen, 34, of 
Manola, was discovered .today in 
his shack, with a .22 bullet hole in 
his forehead, hanging frozen from 
a ladder in his lonely shack. 

The location of ‘the suicide is 
historic in this district, this being 
the same farm .on which the 
Macdonald children were found 
tragically murdered years ago. 

The body was discovered by 
neighbors.

‘PRESIDENT URGES 


COUNTRY BE KEPT 
OUT WAR MENACE 


President in Message to Congress 
Unsparing in Condemnation Against 
Foreign Autocrats Bent Upon War 


RAPS CRITICS OF THE NEW DEAL

A new movement for oil sanctions against Italy 
emerged today as the major international result of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's message to the United States Congress 
last night, in which he denounced warlike dictatorships and 
called for further neutrality measures. 


Friday night at Washington President Roosevelt of the United 


States, presented his annual message to Congress in the unusual 
setting of a specially assembled night session of the Senate and 
the House of Representatives. His speech has been eagerly 
awaited in all parts of the world with an interest not shown in 
such utterances since 1918. 

The Edmonton Bulletin therefore, realizing the great import- 
ance of the President’s message, especially his stand on the ques- 


tion of United States neutrality and his definition of the attitude 
of critics of the New Deal, publishes for its readers the full text 
of the speech,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—In sharp language, President 
Roosevelt, last night, made his annual message into a call 
upon Congress to protect the United States against foreign 
autocrats bent upon war and against such autocrats at home 
as seck to ‘ ‘gang up’ on the people's liberties.” 

Delivering the historic outline on the “State of the 
Union” in the unusual glitter of a specially assembled night 
session, the President urged that the country be kept clear 
of war by a “well ordered neutrality” and an adequate 
national defence. 

He spoke in ringing terms before a joint session of the 
Senate and the House of Representatives—and before the 
nation through the medium of a nation-wide broadeast—as 
he.condemned those nations ‘which today must bear the 
primary responsibility for jeopardizing world peace.” 


Reverted to Law of Sword 

“Those who seek selfish power,” he declared, have 
reverted to the law of the sword “or to the fantastic con- 
ception that they and they alone are chogen to fulfill a mis- 
sion and that all others must be subject to them.” 

He found encouragement in the “good neighbor” policy 
existing among the 21 American republics and the Domin- 
ion of Canada. The spirit of understanding in the new 
world, he said, was greater than at any time in the 414 
centuries of modern civilization. 

He counselled that the United States and the rest of the 
Americas, through a well ordered neutrality,anust do nothing 
to encourage contests of aggression in other parts of the 
world. 


Two-Fold Neutrality Policy 

The President pointed out that the United States is 
presently following a two-fold neutrality policy today all 
countries which engage in wars not of immediately concern 
to the Americas. He outlined the policy in these words: 

“We decline to encourage the prosecution of war by per- 
mitting belligerents to obtain arms, ammunition or imple- 
ments of war; we seek to discourage the use by belligerent 
nations of any and all American products calculated to facil- 


|itate the prosecution of a war in quantities over and above 


our normal exports to them in time of peace.” 


Plan New Neutrality Bill 

He voiced the hope that Congress will co-operate in order 
that these objectives may be carried forward. The present 
neutrality bill expires February 29. Plans are afoot for 


| another to take its place. 


Of domestic problems, again, he said the United States 
was approaching a balanced budget; that treasury rev- 
enues were increasing; relief burdens diminishing; and 
increased taxation neither advisable nor necessary, 

He quickly challenged his critics to seek “complete repeal” 
of the long list of New Deal enactment. 
“The way is open to such a proposal,” he added. 


Let Critics Define Issue 

“Let these challenges be met. If this is what these gentle- 
men want, let them say so to the Congress of the United 
States. Let them no longer hide their dissent in a cowardly 
cloak of generality. Let them define the issue. We have 
been specific in our affirmative action. Let them be specific 
in their negative attack.” 

They themselves, he added, do not want to return to 
“that individualism of which they prate, even though the 
advantages under that system went to the ruthless and 
the strong.” They realize, he said, that in 34 months the 
New Deal has “built up new instruments of public power.” 

“In the hands of a people’s government,” he added, “this 
power is wholesome and proper. But in the hands of political 
puppets of an economic autocracy such power would prove 
shackles for the liberties of the people. Give them their way 
and they will take the course of every autocracy of the past 
—power for themselves, enslavement for the public. 


Only Weapon is Fear 


“Their only weapon is the weapon of fear. I have said: 
| ‘The only thing we have to fear is fear itself.’ That is as 
true today as it was in 1933. But such fear as they distill 
today is not a natural fear, a normal fear; it is a synthetic, 
manufactured, poisonous fear that is being spread subtly, 
expensively and cleverly by the same people who cried in 
| those other days: ‘Save us, save us, else we perish’.” 

| Mr. Roosevelt was unsparing in his condemnation of the 
| leaders of foreign peoples, who, he said, seem bent upon war, 
not upon peace, He accused them of going counter to the 
wishes of peoples which have no access to a change in rulers, 
And, he pointedly added: 


Words Not Popular 


“I recognize that these words which I have chosen with 
deliberation will not prove popular in any nation which 
chooses to fit this shoe to its foot.” 
* In a war-threatened world, he continued, the United 
States has sought to play the part of the “good neighbor,” 
discourage mounting armaments, and encourage the peace- 
ful solution of disputes among all nations, 

“We have sought by every legitimate means to exert our 
moral influence against repression, discrimination, intoler- 
ance and autocracy and in favor of freedom of expression, 
equality before the law, religious tolerance and popular 


! rule.

At 
no time in the four and a half 
centuries of modern civilization in 
the Amerieas has there existed—in 
any year, any decade, or any gen- 
eration in all that time a greater 
spirit of mutual understanding, of 
common helpfulness, and of devo- 
lion to the ideals of sel{-govern- 
ment than exists today in the 21 
American republics and_ their 
neighbor, the Dominion of Canada. 

This policy of the good neigh- 
ber among the Americas is no 
longer a hope—no longer an 
ebjective remaining to be accom- 
plished—it is a fact, active, 
present, pertinent and effective.

WATCHFUL WAITING 

Premier Aberhart says many people in 
British Columbia are watching Alberta’s ex- 
periment with deep interest. No doubt about 
that. People all over Canada, all over the 
world for that matter, are doing the same. 

They are not only watching; most of them 
are hoping the experiment will succeed, while 
doubting that it can. Twenty-five dollars a 
month sounds good to anybody. Seventy-five 
sounds more than three times as good. 

If there is any hitherto overlooked plan by 
which everyone can be enriched by even the 
smaller amount, in cash or negotiable credit, 
without an increase in prices or taxation that 
would gobble it up, well—“The world is waiting 
for the sun-rise.” And ready to applaud the 
man who shall bring the marvel to pass. 


INCOME TAXATION 

Ottawa sends out the cheering news that in- 
come taxation for 1935 brought in $18,000,000 
more than in 1934, a total of more than 
$73,000,000, 

Cheering, that is, for the great majority whe 
have no incomes large enough to be taxed, and 
also for that smal] but worthy group of wealthy 
men who, like Mr. Bennett, are “always glad 
to pay income taxes.” 

Not so cheering for those super-patriots in 
Toronto and Montreal who a few months ago 
flooded the country with propaganda pamphlets 
calling for the creation of a “National Govern- 
ment,” the amalgamation of the railway systems 
—and the abolition of the income tax. Their 
little world of dreams has crumbled about their 
ears. 

Income taxation has come to stay, though 
only one of our multiple taxing authorities 
should be allowed to collect it, preferably the 
Dominion. For the reason that after a while, 
when we get to using the public credit in the 
public interest, and not for the enrichment of a 
few, money from the income tax will not be 
needed to pay interest on Government bonds. 

Then it can be used—as it should be, to 
provide pensions for those who have got be- 
yond the employable years and have not the 
means for a decent livelihood. 


HIGHWAY FRIGHTFULNESS 

Plans to reduce automobile fatalities on 
United States highways by 35 per cent this year 
got away to a bad start. On New Year's day 
98 persons were killed in moter accidents, as 
against 98 last year, a drop of only 5 per cent. 

But at least our neighbors seem to have 
made up their minds pretty generally that it is 
time to do something to stop the slaughter, and 
they are going about the organization and 
propaganda work with characteristic energy. 

Last year 36,000 persons were killed on the 
highways of the republic, two-thirds of them in 
“accidents” due to speed, recklessness, drunken- 
mess or other folly. Machine guns and bombs 
may heve taken more American lives oversea 
in a unit of time, but the war came to an end, 
while motor traffic continues and its casualties 
multiply. 

There are fewer killings in Canada, perhaps 
because there are fewer people, fewer cars, and 
more highway miles per car. But the tragedies 
are far more numerous than they need be 

The federal Minister of railways and repre- 
sentatives of four of the provincial Govern- 
ments joined the other day in an appeal! to 
motorists—and others—to make the highways 
Jess “frightful” this year, The appeal was 
timely, and there is no uncertainty about what 
will be the consequences if it is ignored. The 
agony columns carry that information. 


TAXES OVER-PAID 

Edmonton taxpayers over-paid last year. 
They were asked for $3,750,000, and handed 
over $3,910,000. Not from generosity of course; 
the extra money was to reduce arrears and 
avoid confiscation of some of the 4000 homes 
and business properties which are under caveat. 

Payments were 104.4 per cent of the year's 
levy. The sum total of arrears was thus cut 
down by 44 per cent of $3,750,000. Enough 
perhaps to offset the penalties which were im- 
posed for the’ year upon those who had fallen 
behind. 

In two former years the taxpayers have 
over-paid by larger margins. In 1928 they paid 
115.47 per cent of the year’s levy, and 110.49 
per cent in 1929. Since then they have been 
paying less than the levy for each year, and 
the arrears and the caveats have been piling 


Last year thus marks a halt in the taxpayers’ 
march toward extinction. They as a body held 


their own, perhaps made some headway toward 
cutting down their net arrears after paying the 
penalties for the year, 

This encouraging change did not come about 
because more tax-money was paid in, but be- 
cause the levy was smaller, and left something 
to apply on arrears’ account. In point of fact 
payments in 1934 were substantially more, 
$3,969,000. But that was only 90.02 per cent of 
the year's levy, and on balance arrears went up 
about 10 per cent, or $390,000. 

The conclusion is plain. The hope of getting 
tax arrears cleared off lies in keeping down the 
levy in 1936 and succeeding years. The tax- 
payers are obviously paying as much as they 
can. Of the amount they pay, so much as 
council does not spend will go to reduce arrears. 
There is no prospect they will or can be reduced 
in any other way.

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The Passing Show

A despatch from Berlin announces an order 
issued last Monday barring Jews from teaching 
music. 

That's a bit of “protection” for the Aryan 
music-teachers against the unfair competition 
of the Jews. Nazidom thinks a race that can 
boast of a long line of first- 
rank musicians from Mehdel- 
ssohn down to half the lead- 
ing concert performers of 
today ought not to be allowed 
to use its natura] advantage. 

It recalls the story, for the 
telling of which, many a man 
has been thrown into a Ger- 
man concentration camp as 
an enemy of the Nazi state. 
Hitler is supposed to be 
J. S. Cowper = addressing a huge audience 
at an Armistice day meeting. He is declaring 
that Germany was never defeated on the field 
of battle but owed her defeat to the machin- 
ations of the Jews.

“Il see a Jew applauding,” says Hitler. “I 
would like our Jewish friend to tell us exactly 
how the Jews brought about the defeat of Ger- 
many!” 

“There were too many Jewish officers,” the 
man calls out.

A British Jew who rose to vice-regal 
heights, becoming Viceroy of India, passed 
away a few days ago, and British public life 
is the poorer for his going. Lord Reading—or 
Rufus Isaacs, as he was known to an earlier 
generation—had a career that reads almost 
like a story out of Arabian nights. He rose 
from being a bare-footed sailor boy, swabbing 
decks on a sailing ship, to become Lord Chief 
Justice of England, Ambassador to Washington, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and one of the 
greatest of the Viceroys to administer the 
Indian Empire. From ships-boy he rose to be a 
King’s Counsellor, a knight and a British peer, 
rising in the peerage to become viscount, earl 
and marquis. 

Rufus Isaacs must have been born with a 
love for adventure, for he ran away to sea to 
avoid having to enter the office of his father, 
who was a prosperous London merchant. It 
was as a cabin-boy he first saw the river 
Hoogli; the second time he saw it was when he 
visited Calcutta as Viceroy. 

One of the stories told about Lord Reading 
and Lord Balfour, refers to a time during the 
war when together they crossed to France on a 
British destroyer. A destroyer in a sea-way, 
running at speed has a motion something like 
a bucking bronco. Balfour early succumbed to 
sea-sickness; Reading, with his sea training, 
still kept the deck. 

Thinking to show sympathy for his brother 
peer, Reading went below to enquire of Balfour 
if there was anything he could do for him. 

Balfour smiled a greenish-sickly smile. “You 
might signal for a German submarine,” he said. 


When he quit the sea, Rufus Isaacs tried 
stock-broking. Though he decided after a year 
or two to leave stock-broking for the study of 
law, his experience as a stock-exchange clerk 
proved of great value to himrin his legal career. 
He appeared as counsel in many important civil 
and criminal cases involving knowledge of 
stock exchange procedure, including the 
prosecution of Whittaker Wright. The convic- 
tion of Wright was a triumph for Isaacs, because 
the law officers of the Crown had reported 
against prosecution, believing that Wright had 
conducted his frauds within the law. Wright 
did not live to serve out his seven years term. 
He cheated the law by drinking a phial of 
cyanide of potassium as the sentence was pro- 
nounced. He died two minutes afterwards. 

Called to the bar at 27, the reputation which 
Rufus Isaacs attained by his deadly skill as a 
cross-examiner and as a tireless worker, led to 
a K.C. ship 11 years later. It is sometimes said 
of lawyers that they are divided into two major 
classes—those who are starving to death and 
those who are being worked to death. Isaacs 
summed it up as tersely. At first, he said, it 
was a bed and no roses, and then roses and no 
bed. He used to retire at 9 p.m. to be up at 
4 next morning and “break the back of the 
day’s work” before breakfast. It was by such 
stern discipline and hard work that he backed 
up his natura] genius for law. 
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There never was ean idle moment in the 75 


years of Lord Reading's life. If as the poet says, 
“We live in deeds, not years,” then he lived 
more than three or four ordinary men’s lives 
ere the call came to him. A list of his activities 


could not be condensed into this whole column. 
He had presided as Lord Chief Justice at the 
trial of Sir Roger Casement for treason. After 
the war was over he lent his aid to heal the 
wounds of war. He had been president of the 
Anglo-German Association since its inception, 
until he resigned in 1933 as a protest against 
the persecution of the Jews in Germany. 

The Germans by their new policy may pre- 
vent a Mendelssohn, a Spinoza, a Melchett, a 
Disraeli, a Reading—or a thousand of them— 
from developing their special talents. But 
where is the gain? 

Rufus Isaacs was a beneficiary of British 
liberties, but British institutions were many 
fold the gainer by the talent and public service 
of this great British Jew. 

In describing the Dubats of Italian Somali- 
land, who make up part of the forces campaign- 
ing against Haile Selassie, a newspaper corre- 
spondent says they live only to fight. They 


let their wives tend cattle, plough and do all 
the work, while they sit and wait for war, The 
Dubats should be a fine civilizing influence in

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Gallstones 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A gallstone is a small, hard stone forming 
in the gall bladder. The disorder rarely occurs 
before the age of 25 and is most likely to 
develop between the ages of 40 and 50. The 
majority of cases occur among women, When 
only one stone is present it is likely to be round 
in shape and may attain con- 
siderable size. One large 
stone will usually cause the 
patient less distress than sev- 
eral small ones, as the large 
single stone may float in the 
bile stored in the gall bladder. 

The symptoms of gall 
stones are such that it is by 
no means possible to arrive 
at a correct diagnosis solely 
from a judgment based on 
Dr. F. McCoy vmptoms alone. The most 
marked symptoms are seen during period of 
digestive distress, which distress the patient is 
likely to believe is due to stomach trouble. The 
patient may experience a dull aching sensation 
in the upper right portion of the abdomen or 
may describe a sensation of heaviness or full- 
ness, or may mention a pain which localizes 
under the right shoulder blade. However, it 
is entirely possible for the gall bladder to carry 
one or more gall stones over a period of many 
years without any symptoms whatsoever. 

The most outstanding symptom resulting 
from gall stones is a sharp colicky pain which 
develops when the stone attempts to pass out 
of the gall bladder. If the stone is large it will 
induce enough stretching of the duct to cause 
severe pain, although I have seen many cases 
where a large gall stone has successfully 
travelled through the ducts without the typical 
gall stone colic being produced. I am convinced 
that colic is not present in many cases and that 
a serious blocking of the cystic duct or the com- 
mon duct may occur without any pain. 

The pain seen in gall stone colic is produced 
by the passage of the stone through the cystic 
duct or the common duct and when pain is 
present, it will be of such a nature that the 
patient quickly understands that it is different 
from the ordinary dull ache to which he has 
become accustomed by previous experience. 
When the escaping stone lodges in the common 
duct, the flow of bile from the liver will be 
obstructed, and jaundice may become notice- 
able. 

Gallstones are caused by stasis in the gall 
bladder which means that the flow of bile 
through the gall bladder is slowed down. The 
bile flow will become stagnant for several rea- 
sons; for example, it may be sluggish because 
of inflammation of the gall bladder itself, or 
because of sedentary cccupations where the 
patient sits down during the day. Such occupa- 
tions call for a leaning-forward position of the 
upper part of the body which position favors 
sluggishness of the liver and gall bladder. The 
inactive patient who does not secure sufficient 
vigorous exercise is in greater danger of gall 
stone formation than one who is physically 
active. 

It has been my experience that in practically 
every case the patient has over-indulged in 
starches and sugars, without taking enough 
exercise to take care of the excess. Gallstones 
occur almost entirely among those living a 
sedentary life, who insist on eating a large 
quantity of those foods which only vigorous 
exercise would necessitate. 

Once the presence of gall stones has been 
verified by the X-ray examination, it is im- 
portant that the patient be instructed to avoid 
rich foods, greasy foods, or fried foods. When 
the tenderness over the gall bladder area is 
marked, the use of hot applications will help 
to make the patient more comfortable. 

The treatment of gall stones must be left to 
the doctor in charge who will make the final 
decision as to whether conservative treatment 
or operative treatment is advisable. If you 
know that you have gall stones, do not try to 
treat yourself at home—call in expert help. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION—Mr. Max A. inquires: “I had 
the left kidney removed several years ago and 


, Seem all right at the present time outside of a 


few nervous symptoms. Do you believe I am in 
any particular danger of developing Bright's 
Disease?” 

ANSWER—The patient having only one 
kidney will usually remain as healthy as the 
patient with two, as the kidney which remains 
will have enough reserve capacity to perform 
the function required. It is estimated that the 
kidney in normal health does only about one- 
th ird as much werk as it could do, if necessary. 
You will see from this that there is a wide 
margin of safety and this explains why one 
kidney will be able to carry on and do the work 
required after the other has been removed 
surgically. Nervous symptoms do not especially 
indicate the onset of Bright's Disease, and the 
fact that mild nervous symptoms have 
developed would therefore not be conclusive 
evidence of a tendency to nephritis. 

QUESTION—Mr. £. L. F. wants to know: 
“Can tuberculosis be inherited? If the mother 
has it, will the child develop it?” 

ANSWER—Tuberculosis is not inherited, 
but the predisposition te it may be transmitted, 
That is, the child may be born with a tendency 
to this particular disorder. Usually, when the 
child becomes tubercular it is likely to be due 
to exposure, which exposure would necessarily 
be most frequent when the child lives with a 
patient having the disease. Children do not 
seem to resist a tubercular infection as readily 
as adults and for this reason are in greater 
need of protection against it where there exists 
a continual danger of contracting the disease 
The child born of a tubercular parent, especially 
the child with a poorly developed chest, should 
be trained in that way of living which will 
develop the fullest resistance and at the same 
time should be given special exercises to bring 
about a better chest development.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1874 the very 
young metropolis of Winnipeg 
had a real sensation.

But when the contents of his

delicacies, guaranteed free from 
frost and in the primest condi- 
tion.”

THE WHEAT NIGHTMARE 


Editor Bulletin: ‘The wheat 
situation should not be regarded 
alone. It is part of a much larger 
question, viz., the debt problem. 
In the past, Great Britain lent 
money to Canada, Australia and 
Argentina. Nominally, she lent 
eash or gold. Actually, she sent 
rails, equipment, machinery, etc. 
Naturally, each of them imagined 
that the loan would be repaid, as 
well as the interest, in the form 
of their own products—wheat, 
for example. Vainest of hopes! 
For the British wheat market, as 
Sir Francis Floud pointed out the 
other day, is a limited if not 
actually a diminishing one. What 
has happened? In order to stim- 
ulate exports, Australia first de- 
valued her currency substantially. 
Later she gave her wheat- 
growers a bounty to the tune of 
$20,000,000, on the basis of a price 
of three shillings a bushel. Can- 
ada first gave her farmers an 
export bonus of five cents a 
bushel. Now she 1s providing 
them with subsidized labor, after 
the worst British tradition, “A 
record number of men are being 
placed on farms in Alberta under 
the settlement scheme, by which 
the government pays then $5 for 
the first month, and finally $10 
monthly, in addition to what they 

It is now apparently Argen- 
tina’s turn. The price of wheat 
has been pegged at a high levei, 
but it is rumored that the peso 
is to be devalued shortly. Where 
is the insane competition to end? 
Is the Cenadian standard of liv- 
ing to be ground down to a peon 
level, or is wheat-growing to be- 
come a parasite upon the com- 
munity? Is it not time that a 
“Peace-Debts and Liquidations 
conference” was convened? Shall 
we not, sooner or later, be driven 
to adopt the just and ratjonal 
course, viz., pay Canada’s debts 
with Canadian dollars, and allow 
the foreign exchanges to find 
their natural level, conformebly 
with the economic facts; in the 
meantime, making the stabiliza 
tion of our own internal price- 
level the, first and supreme object 
of the nation’s monetary policy; 
and continuing to pay off our 
debts so long as we have idle 
hands and unutilized natural re- 
sources available”

Unemployment must be dealt with along a new line of attack 
in North America unless we are content to have with us large 
numbers of people whose earning power will be insufficient to 
sustain life—leaving a great deficit to be made up out of taxation 
on those who are able to make good earnings. 


The answer is to bring wealth to children by teaching them in 
school to use their hands as well as their heads. There should 
be no school which is not a technical school. School periods 
should be equally divided between mental work, and a combina- 
tion of manual and mental work aided by efficient tools and 
machines and industrial materials and production areas. 


Most of those who fall into hopeless unemployment are desti- 
tute of practical knowledge; they can only do what they are told 
to do and shown how to do from day to day; and they are shut 
out from the higher earning averages by competent people. 


Boys who are taught in school how to use tools and how to 
make the necessary primary measurements and calculations as 
to industrial materials in wood and metal; and are carried on 
through the elementary stages into practical woodworking and 
metal-working—will have acquired real wealth by an addition 
of several years to useful life. 


Girls who are taught in school practical designing, cutting and 
fitting of textiles into finished products whether it be for clothing 
or for house furnishings or for hospital, hotel and institutional 
uses; and who are taught the working chemistry of selecting, pre- 
paring and making foodstuffs fit for safe use, will also have 
acquired real wealth by an addition of several years to useful life.

SEVEN DIRECTORS 


Supervision of the bank is vested 
in a board of seven directors elect- 
ed for varying terms. A wide mea- 
sute of government control was re- 
tained in that appointments of the 
governor, deputy governor and as- 
sistant deputy governor must be 
approved by the Governor-General 
in Council, and the governor has 
veto powers over any action of the 
board of directors.

“There can be no mistaking,” 
continued the prime 
statement, “the demand for restora- 
tion to the government of Canada 
of control over credit and currency 
issue. The electorate has declared 
that a responsible ministry, not or- 
ganized finance and international 
money power, is to control in all 
matters ef state.” 

During the campaign, Conserva- 
tive Leader R. B. Bennett, 
established the central bank, repeat- 
edly declared that if, after a trial, 
it appeared the Bank of Canada 
would function more efficiently as 
a nationally owned institution, he 
would agrce to the change to public 
ownership. 


NO CHANGE IN PERSONNEL 


No change in the personnel of 
the bank executive is necessarily 
contemplated in the change pro- 
posed by the Liberal government. 
The high officials were appointed 
for varying terms, Mr. Towers for 
seven years, and J. A. C. Osborne, 
deputy governor who was formally 
with the Bank of England, for a 
term of five years, 

The bank opened March 11 last 
and has already declared the maxi- 
mum dividend under the state, 41% 
per cent per annum.

U.S. HISTORY 


Never Before Had Presi- 
dent Delivered Message 
At Night Session 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. — An 
historic legislative assembly, re- 
calling in some respects the 
patriotism-stirred sessions of 
Great War days, last night gath- 
ered in the chamber of the House 
of tatives as an audience 
for President Roosevelt's delivery 
of his annual message. 

Congress, formally opened at 
noon amid some political tension 
and with a promise of more par- 
tisan fireworks to come, already 
had started its skirmishing on the 
headline issues of neutrality and 
the soldiers’ bonus before conven- 
ing to hear the president. 


CONVENED SEPARATELY 
Beneath a capitol dome’ bathed 
by flood lights, the two houses con- 
vened separately shortly — before 
nine p.m. Never before had a pres- 
ident delivered his annual message 
“state of the union” at a 


joint evening session. Only Wood- 


|row Wilson, back in April, 1917, 


had availed himself of this time to 
ask congress to declare war against 
Germany.

Question Of President's 
Authority on War Ma- 


terials Embargo 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.— With 
three differing neutrality propos- 
als already before it, the United 
States Congress last night meaded 
into a heated dispute over the ex. 
tent of discretionary authority that 
should be given the President in 
embargoing war materials. 

All the measures proposed a per- 
manent mandatory prohibition 
against shipments of arms and 
munitions to warring nations to re- 
place the existing temporary ban, 
but there the agreement ended. 


PROPOSE WIDE AUTHORITY 

Chairman McReynolds (D, 
Tenn.), of the house foreign affairs 
committee, asserting his bill was 
“satisfactory to the administration,” 
propoced giving the President the 
widest authority in deciding under 
what conditions the shipment of 
| abnormal quantities of non-muni- 
| tion materials should be restrict. 
ed 

A short time later Chairman Pitt- 
man of the senate foreign relations 
committee, offered a bill also tag- 
ged as having administration back- 
ing which he said would require the 
executive to impose normal quota 
shipments on all belligerents if it 
was found that non-munitions pur- 
chases were being diverted to mili- 
tary uses, 


ORDER MANDATORY 


Upon such a discovery, the quota 
order would become mandatory, 
| Pittman said. However, other stu- 
dents of the measure said they felt 
{it would give the president far 
|greater leeway in imposing export 
quotas than Pittman contended, 

Later in the afternoon Represent- 
ative Ludlow (D., Ind.) introduced 
|the most drastic bill of all. Upon

NEW YORK, Jan. 4—Coming as 
an aftermath to the bitter, unsuc- 
cessful fight to keep the United 
States from participating in the 
Olymp'c games in Germany this 
year, 45 athletes wearing the Olym 
pic shield sailed in the United 
States liner Manhattan Friday to 
take part in the international win- 


ter sports program at Garmish- 
Partenkirchen. 

The departure of the speed skat- 
ing, skiing, hockey and bob sled 


squads was without untoward inci- 
dent. Reports of possible demon- 
strations by anti-Nazi and Olympic- 
boycott groups failed to materialize, 
but a movement for a _ counter 
Olympic competition was announ- 
ced by Samuel K. MacCabee, chair- 
men of the move-the-Olympics 
committee and organizer of “the 
American Goodwill Athletic Union 
to Preserve the Olymp‘c Ideal, Inc.” 
“Negotiations are under way with 
representatives of powerful groups, 
both here and abroad, who are ex- 
pected to provide facilities for the 
international goodwill athletic car- 
nival next summer and in the win- 
ter of 1937,” said MacCabee. “The 
society hopes to hold such alternate 
games annually.”
